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1. This communication is in response to applicant's response received on 
March 23, 2006. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejections of claims 81-100 
under 35 USC § 103 mailed March 23, 2006 have been fully-considered and are 
persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 81-100 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reasons for the allowance of the independent claim 81 is the 
inclusion of the following limitations that are not found in the prior art and they 
are uniquely distinct features. The closest prior arts are Lampert et al. 
(5,953,722), Eschenbach et al (6,181,253 B1) and Ross et al (5,903,653). 
Lampert et al discloses a method for making and using a geographic database. 
The geographic database includes a plurality of data entities each of which 
represents a physical feature in the geographic region. A data entity ID is 
associated to each of the plurality of data entities in the database. Eschenbach 
et al discloses method and apparatus for monitoring the present location of a 
person who is to be confined to a designated site, which site can have a 
diameter as small as a few meters or as large as several kilometers. The 
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present location of the monitored person is checked at selected time intervals 
with time periods ranging from one second to thousands of seconds, as desired. 
The monitored person wears a location-determining ("LD") unit that receives 
electromagnetic signals that contain information allowing determination of the 
present location of the LD unit, and thus of the monitored person. Ross et al 
discloses a vehicle anti-theft system for allowing a user to disable a vehicle. The 
system includes a wireless transmitter that is beatable remotely from the vehicle 

and operable to transmit one of a plurality of disable commands. 

However, these three arts, singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render the following limitation: 

"Claim 81: associating an uncertainty with at least one of the first binary 
representation and the second binary representation, 

bitwise comparing the first binary representation and the second binary 
representation, and, 

associating an uncertainty with the bitwise comparison." 

3. The dependent claims 82-100 are allowed because they were originally 
found to include a unique feature not found in the closest abovementioned art.
